Ohio Supreme Court 


Official Dies Four 
Days After Retiring 


A veteran official of the 
Ohio Supreme Court, who 
was probably involved in 
the processing of ap- 
plications of ha gd person 
to take the Ohio. State Bar 
examination during the 
past 30 years or more, is 
dead ; 


Harold O. Shelton Sr.,'a 
senior deputy clerk of the 
Court, suffered a_ fatal 
heart attack Feb. 4, just 
four days after retiring. The 
74 year old Rendville,Ohio 
native, had completed 44 
years of efficient service to 
Ohio's highest tribunal. 
i was a reaietur corr 
cident, that he was 
scheduled to_.receive a 
citation from the Supreme 
Court during a reception in 
his honor within hours of 
the time he was stricken. 

Shelton, 357 S. Highland 
Ave., collapsed outside his 
home shortly after 
notifying a Supreme Court 
official that-he wasn't feel- 
ing well and that he had an 
appointment with his phy- 
sician for Friday. He asked 
that his apol be exten- 
ded to the Court for not at- 
tending the reception. 

As senior deputy, one of 
Shelton’s . responsibilities 
were to monitor--ap- 
plications of candidates for 
the Bar examinations. 
Thus, it is logical to 
assume that a vast majority 
of Ohio Ulers had direct or 
indirect contact with him 
during the past 30 years or 
more. 

Last May, in recognition 
of his long “and distin- 

ulshed service to the 

ourt, The Columbus Bar 
Association presented him 
with the “Merit Award” at 
its monthly meeting. 


In addition-to monitoring 
bar examinations (88) 
during his career, Shelton 
had the responsibility of 
distributing briefs on all 
cases to Court Justices; 
notifying attorneys as to 
when their cases were to 
be heard and time allotted 
for the hearing. 


At 10 a.m. Saturday, Feb. 
7, led by Chief Justice C. 
Witham ‘Neill, the 
Justices and other court 
otticials assembled at Sec- 
ond Community Church to 
pay their final tribute to the 


man, who was ajfect- 
jionately known as 
“Harold.” 


Sheiton, a Charter mem- 
ber and Deacon of Second 
Community Church, was 
also charter and active 
member of the Rendville 
Club. After graduating 
from Corning High School 
in Perry County, he atten- 
ded Wilberforce and Ohio 
State Universities. He was 
a substitute teacher for two 
years before comina to 


Columbus and accepting 
the Supreme Court post in 
1931. 

Shelton is survived by 
wife, Ruth Naomi Shelton, 
son and daughter-in-law, 
Harold O. Jr., and Gertrude 
Shelton, grandchildren, 
Harry A. Shelton (whom he 
raised), Patricia Terry, 
Ruth Shelton, Brenda Ma- 
honey, Rodney Young, 
Esther Thomas, Tina Ben- 
nett, Yvette Sharp, 14 great 
grandchildren and a host 
of other relatives.

WASHINGTON Last 
March, Reginald E. Gilliam 
Jr., a former assistant dean 
at Williams College and 
assistant Professor of Afro- 
American . Studiesat.. the 
State University of New 
York (Albany) grabbed an 
offer to “practice real 
politics” in the office of 
U.S. Senator John Glenn 
(D-Ohio). 

“| was curious to see 
what ‘real’ life was-like,” 
said Gilliam as he began 
working as one of Glenn's 
top legislative “assistants. 
Today, he says, he doesn't 
regret the move. 

efore he left the 
academic world, Gilliam 
went through his course 
work of the past five years 


-to- his thoughts on 
black politics in America. 
His reflections were 


recently published as a 
book, “Black Political 
‘Development: An _ Ad- 
vocacy Analysis.” 

In the book Gilliam 
states that as long as the 
central fact of black life in 
America—is_racism,. black 
politics cannot follow the 
white pattern of “right, left 
and center.” instead, - it 
must be an effort on every 
level to gain the share of 
power still denied blacks. 

The thrust of Gilliams 
book is toward practical 
programs: using alectoral 
politics, the courts, tenant 
organizations, community 
development corporations, 
black input to the media, 
political ties with de- 
veloping African nations, 
eliminating organized 
crime in the ghetto and 
focusing the issue on 
ghetto conditions. 


Gilliam. said he tried not 
to produce an academic 
textand wrote his book 
from a hard advocacy 


“the book takes the 
position that certain 
problems exist,’’ said 
Gilliam. “But it also offers 
strategies for changing 
these problems. That's 
what makes my book 
different: it draws con- 
clusions, offers solutions. 
Academic books don't de 
that." 

A product of New York 
Gity'sHarlem_ section, 
Gilliam attended Lincoln 
University in Pennsylvania 
and then went to Harvard 
Law School, where he 
founded the Black Law 
Students .Association. He 


worked -as-an attorney for a— 


legal services group. in 
upstate New York, in 
addition to his college 
teaching. 

He also did some politi- 
cal work with the New York 
State Assembly and got 
more “life experience” 
when he was a. poll 
watcher in Alabama and 
Mississippi in 1966-67. 

Now--he's putting his 
academic background to 
practical use for Glenn. In 
his ten months as one of 
the Senator's domestic 
program assistants, Gilliam 
has seen the Senate pass 
three ‘bills he helped 
develop: the countercycli- 
cal bill dealing with unem- 
ployment funds, an Ap- 
palachian bill and a food 
stamp _ bill. He--has also 
worked on revenue 
sharing, education and 
census legislation.

Black_Families Hard Hit 


Since 1969 black families continue to 
lose ground economically throughout the 
country. Vernon Jordan, National 
Executive Director of the Urban League, 
in his articles and interviews before the 
public media, has poignantly pointed out 
that the economic decline of black 
families continues and worsens. 

The National Urban League gave a 
report entitled “Black Families in the 

Depression."--That- came 
out just before the most recent report of 
Vernon Jordan pertaining to the status of 
black families ‘in America. In that first 
report, there was given a portrait of the 
changes in family life which blacks are 
undergoing as a result of current social, 
political and economic situations. That 
report cited the following statistics: 

“One third of the 8 million black 
children (=. t8 are in tamities in- which 
the male or female heads are 


* unemployed or not in the labor force” 


There is more “doubling up" among 
black families. The proportion of blac 
children who live only with their mother 
in households headed by some other 
relative is now 33 percent compared to 
22 percent in 1969. - The proportion of 
middie income Blacks is dropping. 
‘Twenty-one percent of all black #amilies 
can now be classified as middie income 
compared with 25 percent in 1973. 
Approximately 47 percent of white 
families are classified as middle income. 
- An estimated 58 percent of black 
families earn less than the $9,198 needed 
to maintain the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics’ lowest standard of living. 

The gap between black family income 
and white family income remains wide. 
The Urban League places black income 
at 56 percent of white income and the 
U.S. Census Bureau says it is 58 percent. 
This is generally with two blacks or more 
working compared to one white. 
Unemployed blacks are less likely than 
unemployed whites to receive unemploy- 
ment compensation or benefits from the 
unemployed parent welfare program. 

Some 45-percent of all femate-headed 
black families and 43 percent of all black 
families below the official poverty level 
do not receive any public assistance. 

Since 1969 the work experience of all 
earners in black families has continued 
to decline as a result of the cumulative 
effects of the 1969-71 recession and the 
1974-75 depression. 

In some inner-city poverty neighbor- 
hoods, the report states, an estimated 50 
percent or more of blacks are 
unemployed and it is estimated that 
black teenage unemployment in those 
areas is higher than 50 percent. 

Families headed by black women are 
getting poorer despite the fact that most 
of these black women are in the work 
force. Also. two parent black families, 
where both husband and wife are 
employed, (the key to the phenomena of 
the so-called “black middie class") have 
also experienced severe declines in their 
standard of living because of declining job 
lay offs of married black men. 

The League just recently 


issued 


another report which. indicates further 
loss of economic ground, for black 
families: 


There was a further decline in middie 
income families, continuing a trend that’ 
between 1973-74 saw these families 
decrease from one-fourth of the total of 
black families to one-fifth.

drop from which represents a decline to, 
61 percent in 1969. The official black 
unemployment rate for blacks remained 
virtually unchanged at 14.1 percent for 
the first three quarters of 1975, while the 
unofficial rate - which include people not 
counted in the official figures - was a con- 
stant 26 percent.

Thus, from the beginning of the year, 
one out of every four black workers in 
the nation was unemployed. - Gains in 
homeownership registered by blacks 
during the 1960s (from 38 percent to 42 
percent of black households) have been 
eliminated by the recession that 
continued into 1975. 

The Administration's “Benign Neglect” 
policy toward social welfare programs 
continued during 1975. its approach 
toward social service programs was con- 
sistently restrictive as demonstrated by the 
use of the Presidential Veto threat. 

In 1975 Congress was unable to enact 
any. substantial legislation pertaining to 
socio-economic ar ed or policies 
that would foster full employment. 

The outbreaks of racial_violence_in 
Boston: - “long regarded, if incorrectly as 
the fountainhead of liberalism in this 
country - served notice that racism has 
no geographical limits and continues to 
exists in the American body politics.” 

The summative data of these reports 
present a picture of grave severity and 
shows a continuing trend that will place 
black families and the black 
communities, in the future, in a state of 
economic— agony and depression..The 
consequences of black family economic 
deprivation will have an horrendous 
effect on black family life. The instiution 
of a family life is being threatened and 
torn apart by a system which seems to be 
determined té place the black community 
once again in the shadow of slavery. 

What can we do? First, the black 
church and other black controlled insti- 
tutions are going to h to wage a 
united massive campaign and program to 
save our families from further economic, 
social threats of a racist oppressive 


system, 
econ, black institutions must mobilize 
massive political agitation for legislative 
action to abate the pernicious retreat of 
neglect of the needs of the black 
communities by the federal ment. 
Third, we must understand that it is not 
simply the and divorce rates

A recent Wall Street Journal article (by 
Mitchell C. Lynch) on June 10, 1975, noted 
that each year during the past five years, 
more than 10,000 persons have been killed 
by handguns in the United States, and that 
the arsenal of guns in the U.S. is now 
estimated to be somewhere around 40 
million, Projected into the next eight years, 
short of some kind of effective control, 
there will be one gun for every person in 
the country. 

One shudders at the potential! 

None of the half-baked laws on our 
statute books, anywhere, have a chance to 
prove effective without a istration 
requirement. Guns must be identified. We 
must know who owns them and we must 
know Where they were purchased, and 
while federal legisiation is needed to make 
the law uniform throughout the country, 
local communities must take the initiative 
in self-defense, or the carnage will 
continue. .

Hiram L. Tanner, Community Pillars

The yellowish flames

Regarding content, 
Sizemore stressed the Im- 
portance of mathematics 
education, calling it “the 
language of today."

YMCA Celebrates 
125th Anniversary 


This year not only marks 
an_—important- anniversary 


for America, but also for’ 


America's YMCA, Clifford 
C. Rose, executive director 
of the Eastside Branch of 
the ‘Y’ said this week. 


“1976 is the 125th 
birthday of America's 
YMCA, Rose said, and the 


‘Y’ will be celebrating with 
special Programs 
throughout the year both 
in honor of its own 
anniversary and in honor 
of our nation’s bi- 
centennial." 

“America has changed 
dramatically since the Rest 
YMCA was launched in 
Boston, Massachusetts in 
1851, Rose pointed out. 
“Just--two- years before, 
gold had been discovered 
in California. Much of the 
vast territory west of the 
Mississippi had yet to be 
carved into states. The 
Civil War was still a 
decade. away.” 

As the country and its 
needs have changed, so 
too have the programs of 
the YMCA. Today, the ‘Y’, 
with well over nine million 
participants across the 
United States, is putting 
much. of its resources into 


Programs which tackle 
needs” and opportunities 
not even considered in 
1851. 

Rose -cited several 
national ‘Y’ programs that 
are breaking new ground 
for the ‘Y'. “With coronary- 
related diseases ranked as 
the nation's number one 
killer,” he pointed out, “the 
‘Y' has launched a 
nationwide cardiovascular 
program which, it believes, 
will substantially cut into 
the\ number) of coronary 
deaths." 

The new program calls 
for setting up a nationwide 
network of cardiovascutar 
health and heart 
rehabilitation centers | to 
serve 8,000,000: Americans 
by 1980. 

“With youth crime 
statistics growing rapidly, 
YMCAs: in many urban 
areas are pioneering 
juvenile justice programs, 
often in cooperation with 
other agencies, that are 
reaching increasing 
numbers of troubled young 
people,"’ Rose said. 

The disintegration of 
family, an all too frequent
